9ans ſhould ſtile their Nero God, whole wandering car- 
kaſe ſo.long fince travelled in the bellies of the Wormes., 
But *cis more ſtrange when I reade of Chriſtians, that 
ſtile a mortall man Dominum Denum neſtrum. Yetthis is 
truc , ye may finde it among the Papiſts. They might have 
had more pretence for it (i confeſſe) had they ar firſt cn- 
titled the Papacie to it, and not the Man ; for tothat they 
alcribe a kinde of immortality.

Thus then ye ſee according to the generality, thattwo 
things belong as due from F 1 Obedtence to their dod7rine.

The former is due tothe whole Clergicin generall,who 
divide the word of truth aright ; the latter, to thoſe in par- 
ticular that heve the rule over us. Vpontheſe two columnes 
I ſhall cre& the fabrick of my inſuing tra: and firſt of 
the farſt ; viz. Obedience to their dotFrive. 


Generall poſitions for the moſt part command our be 
liefe; and require not arguments to preſſe our aſſent. To 
harken to the Preacher then we know it our dutie.; and even 
children by imitation forbeare a negleR. I hope there. 
fore thit your: religious approbation of this generall 
Theſ;s,' will not need my induſtric inthe proofe of its ne- 
ceſſuie. It is Lippis, & tonſoribus notum, Yet to ſatisfie 
the objeRions of aſcrupulous conſcience; androcorret 
the petulancie of refractory diſturbers, I ſhall firſt lay 
downe rhe qualitie of the perſons to whom wemulſt at- 
tend: ſecondly the manner of attention, and obedience 
we are to performe unto nr” And firſt of

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__—_ Eye and the Eareare the darlings of: the world, and 


outſtrip the reſt ofthe ſenſes in their generall credit, Thus 
it is the cuſtome toskan our CMinifters by their precepts 
and examples, They are both the /6era, the dugs ofthe 
Church, through which the people ſuck their divinitie, 
That Church is therefore ſubjeR to cenſure, of which (in 
reſpe& of theſe) we may take up that complaint in Carr. 
8.8. We have alittle Sifter, and ſhe hath nobreaſts, Tis 
farre better where but one is dried up, ſothe other give 
 milke, be it precepts or converſation ; although I muſt con. 
teſſe even that caſe very dangerous. 'Tis fearefull for a 
Miniſter to bee criminall in either : Yet for thoſe which 
have not the gift of preaching, our holy Church hath or« 
dained a learned ſupply in the Books of Homelies : but tor 
the other ſhe cannot provide any remedie but by <ſcipline. 
Ye have heard of the Law.givers anſwer 5 who being de- 
manded why he appointed no law for the puniſhment of a 
Parricide,replicd, becauſe henever imagined thar any wold 
be guilty of ſuch b4rbarous inhumanity, 1 hope the ſame 
too of our Ecclefiaſticall brethren, that »oxe willbe guilty, 
I ſhall onely therefore put you in mind (my reverend and 
moſt afte&ed brethren) of that of S. Gregory; In exemplum 
culpa vehementer extenditur, quando pro reverentia ordints 
peccator hoveratur. He's yer more tart; pleaſe you to 
heare him ſpeaking to them eſpecially whoare placed in 
authority ; Scire debent Prelati quod tot moriibus dew ſont, 
quot exempla perditionis ad ſabaites tranſmittumt. Or it you 
pleaſeto have a ſhorter »»emento, take that of S. Hicr,Gran- 
dis dignitas Sacerdotaum, ſed grandis ruina ſi peccent. 

But let me not forget my ſelfe.ComelT here toqueſtion 
the Prieſt, or rather to admoniſhthe people * The for- 
' mer I referto our judicious Confiftories ; the latter is rhe 
bulineſſe that's now to be handled. - = 
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*Tis a common deluſion of the deceiving Serpent to 
whiſper intothe Laity a contempt ofthe Clergie, Alaſle, 
alaſle, 'cis roo frequent ; for we often ſee, that their falſe 
accuſations render him obnoxious, whom they defireto 
have ſo, The rude vulgar fit in judgement upontheir Pa- 
ſours, and condemne them for their innocency, Should 
their verdicts paſſe , Religion would become retro- 
grade; and he ſhould be accounted wicked who refuſcth 
co bewicked, They ſtrive upon acurious inquiſition to 
make him culpable, and upon the leaſt diſcovery of the 
ſmalleſt imperfteRion, they voice him ſcandalous, This 
(I am ute) is not the effect of religious obedience, 

The interlineafy Bible upon our obedite, tels us in a 
marginall note, Precipimar non diſcuterervitam preſidenti- 
wm ; nam qui illes ſpernit Deun _= The 1nquiſition 
into the lives of them that have the rule over ws, ought not 


eo be the buſineſſe of thoſe that are of the Laity, And 7o- To. Acb. 
hannes Arboreus goes farther. Non ſatagere debent ſubditi,”* ies 


& curioſt diſquirere num ſui Domini, & prafeti honeſt an 
turpiter vivant, mode eis recta, & honeſta precipiant. Inte- 
riours are preſumptuous, it inſtcad of attention tothe Do- 
QArine, they pry into the converſation of their ſpirituall 
ſuperiours. $#bent dixerimnus vefirum eft . {i bene vixeri. 
mus noitrum eft, ſayes Saint Auguitine : our wholeſome 
docrine benefits you, but our godly lives are advantagi- 


ous to our ſelves, Which puts me in minde of anſwering S. Chuyr. 
a queſtion propounded by S. Chry/. and others ; Whether *" {- 


the doB&rine of « Miniſter may beneglected where his conver= 


ſation is to be blamed ?

fine will tell you, that the water which paſfeth through an 
carthen Pitcher, refreſheth the Herbs,as wellas ifthe Vel- 
ſcll were made of Silver, Heare then S, Chryſofomes dire- 
ion z In cauſa fidei dum prepoſitus malignus extiterit, fuge 
Hum, & evita, non ſolum fi homo fuerit, ſed ctiam ſi Angelus 
de Colo deſcenderit.

Though they thaz] are ſet.over you 
ſhould ſwarme with impieries, yet it freeth younqt:from 
attending to their wholeſome admonitions. Rut with that 
rake 
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take the limitation of Eraſmus , modo ne pertrabant adimpi- 
etatem ; {othey ſeduce nor to evill. Or with that of Hems- 
mingins ; Sit regula vox Enangetlii, ec, Let the Goſpell 
be their rule, againſt which if they preach, ye are freed 
from-obcdience to their doctrine in that particular, -His 
ground for it is that of Cornelius to Peter in Ads 10.33. 
Now therefore we arcall preſent before God, to heare all 
things that axe commanded thee of God, Anſelme's opi. 
nion is .the ſame ; Obedite, id eſt, obtemperate juſits eorum 
in omnibus, niſi forte malum aliquod infſerins &c. Buthe 
yu yet further, ſed cetera ommnia, etiamſt non videantur eſſe 
94, &rc. Obey their commandements ſo far as they are 
good, yea, even in things which at the firſt appearance 
ſeeme not to be good. Wherein me thinks he gives a ſe. 
cret check to thoſe whoſe too too ſcrupulous conſciences 
make them fo ſuperciliouſly ſtrict, and ſo haughty mind- 
ed, that their owne opinions(though never ſo erronious) 
muſt fit in judgement uponthe actions of their Miniſters, 
They will be cenſurers, though their judgements are de- 
praved ; which makes indifſerexces appeare to them fin- 
full. Their forward cenfures hurrie them into errours ; 
and their preſumptuous ſelfe-conceitednefſle is the ground 


of their diſturbances. They are out of the way, and yct. 


they had rather tonuzzle themſelves in an errour,then be-- 
come ſo wiſe as to acknowledge their folly. Too many 
alas of theſe docs our countrey labour of : moſt of whom 
(for feare they ſhould be convinced of their opinions, and 
ſobecome zealous with ſobriety) have quit our countrey 
to flic into their Canaan, Thus timer adaidit alas, the feare 
of conformity hath made them to uſe the wings of their 
ſhips : and (as if they were begotten for rebellion) their 
ipirits of contradiRion diſdaine the confines of our flou- 
riſhing kingdomes. But for my part I ſhall wiſhthem al-

Whether obedi- 
ence concurs to the perfeRion of Religion 2 His concluſi- 
on is affirmative: Non quaſi indigentes dirigi ad perfettia- 
nem acquirendam; fed quaſi per hoc ſe conſervantes in es quod 
ad perfettionem pertinet, Should I engliſh 4quinas I muſt 
make uſe of the diſtintion betwecne 7acipiens, Proficiens, 
and Perfeus, before I ſhould render ſatisfaRtion to ſome 
curious inquiſitors; and in concluſion (tor ought that I 
know) they might prove as captious. I ſhall leave them 
to their frowning opinions, and conclude this point with 
S, Bernards determination; Yerwus obediers mandata non 
procraſtinat , ſed ſtatim parat aures auditui , linzuam voci, 
pedes itineri, manns operi, & ſe totum intus colligit ut man. 
«arum peragat imperants, The obedient Chriſtian upon 
his firſt command devotes himſclfe wholly to the obſer- 
vance of his command.

Tub.Cic, 
that puniſhment might ſupply the defects of nature, Whar 
was the ground of our Lawes, is the ground likewiſe of 
our obedience : for (ſayes TIohanues Arboreus) Nos propter 
peccatum alys hominibus ſubjetti ſumus. Sin brought in ſub. 
jection: Nam natura omnes aquales genuit , ſtd inzqualites 
que acceſiit ex vitie,eft ordinata ex Dei juaicio,ande nos opor. 
ret obedire hominibus : for nature intended an cquality at 
our generations; but the pravitic of our diſpoſitions was 
the cauſe of inequality in our perſons. No marvellthen 
that the Church may not want her diſcipline, when fo 
many of her members will not wane their defaults. Our 
Apoſtle not ignorant of the need of power in Eccleſi- 
aſticall governement, infinuates the neceflity in his pre. 
cept to ſubmiſſion : And ſubmit your ſelves. 

But durus eſt hic ſerms. Diverle will better reliſhour 
dodarine thanour diſcip/ine, and will be content to obey ſo 
they may not ſubmir. Miſerable-men as they are, they 
would faine go to Heaven, but they are loth to ſtoope low 
enough to enter in at the gate. Did they but confider, or 
propoſe unto themſelves the true and juſt ends of obeai- 
exce and ſubmiſcon, I preſume their depraved judgements 
would eafily condeſcend to the neceffity thereof, Let 
Hemminziuz tell them of his twofold end thereof: vie. 

1 Yt honeſta, & gravi diſcipling politeia eccleſ;aſtica 
gubernetur : for the governement of the Church by grave 
and religious diſciphne. 

2 Yt obtemperantes miniſlris Des, conſequamar promiſ- 
fam immortalitatss gloriam : that by our ſubmiſciow we may 
inherit thepromiſed crowne of immortality. 

Wellthen, we muſt not only be obedient to the precep?, 
but alſo ſubjeR and conformable tothe government. Yea; 
moreover (it Ludevicws Tens may ſpeake) Non tantnm :

the Elder Charch never dream'd of ) and their hand:- 
crafi-ſticklers in ecclcfiaſticall matters, uſurpe the au. 
thority that belongs tothe Prelates ? Alafle (my bre- 
thren) ye know *rwas Plats's determination touching 
Common-wealths,7wm demum fore beat as res-publicas 
cum aut reges ſaperent , aut ſapientes imelligerent - that 
they'd then beſt Aouriſh when Kings grew wiſe, or 
wiſe men Kings : and ſhall it not hold ſo too in the Ec- 
cleſiaſticall diſcipline « Muſt a Di&ator ab aratro be 
preferred before a learned Dodor in divinitie ? Muſt 
wenegleR the Vniverſities torely upon Enthaſiaſmes? 
Away with theſe {chiſmaticall diſturbers of our ſor- 
rowfull Mother, Shall our moſt reverend Clergie 
have all the labour, and ſhall their requitall bee no-

Prieſt * Every ſuch particular Reour of a Patiſh re. 
ccives that command from God which we finde in 
1 Kines 20. 29. Keepe theſe men; if by any meanes 
they ſhall be miſſing, then ſhallthy life be for theirs: 
and ſhall they have no reſpe&, yea, though are 
the moſt inferiour of the Apoſtles Yes doubtleſle, 
or elſe when God ſhall queſtion them in the words of 
the Prophet, ey. 13. 20. Where is the flock that was 
given thee, that bcautifull lock 2 It they reply, that 
they were loſt through their owne djſobedzence, God 
will certainly ranke them among the' Goats , which 
ſhall be ſeparated from the Sheepe. *Tis true that 74. 
lac. Fab. fep. CObu5. Faber Stapulenſis tels us of ſome, Quiſuis non in- 
in loc. vigilant, quia ſui non obediunt , who neglect their 
flocks, becauſe they negle& their obedience : but he 
concludes, hi inutiles ſunt gregi, & grexillis; theſe arc 
unprofitable to their flocke, and their flocke ro them. 
Theargument then holds currant, A minere ad maju : 
It Parochiall diſcipline requires ſubmiſſion in the Pa- 
riſhionerstotheir particular Paſtor , ought not much 
more both Sheepherds and Sheepe , both Prieſt and 
People, ro ſubmit with all reverence and humility to 
Epiicopall, to Provinciall diſcipline £ The crimes of 
our age are tooepidemicall ro give me leave to flat- 
ter my ſelte with a belicfe ota generall integrity, and 
concionable, lowly obedience, 1 know that among us 
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ate « diverſe of Saint Pawf's 2rex7e;, unruly, and dil. 
/orderly perſons, ſuch as hee found among the 
Theſſalonians, 1 Theſſ. 5.14. Yea, and of his «yvni- 
ner, fwch as hee complaines of in the firſt of Tirw, 
werſ. ro, Butlet his command be fulfilled, Warne 
them : and if that will not ſuffice; ſhall authority 
ly languiſhing in deſpare of redreſſe 2 Shall the in« 
ſulting oppoſition of head-ſtrong perverſeneſſe , 
foile the juſtice and pre-eminency of power £ 
Feng ler the ſharpeſt edge of Eccleſiaſticall

Firſt to you (my reverent atd learned brethren ) 

I muſt crave leave to addreſſe my fſelfe, not for 
your information, but your remembrance. 0be- 
dience and Swbwnſiiow in the inferiours, is com- 
monly grounded npon the examples of their 
berters. Yee know your Obligations to Epiſ- 
copelt\juriſdition: let mee beg your continuance 
in- the'praRiſe, for I doubt not your ſubſcription, 
It the Sunne bee eclipſed, the whole hemiſphere 
is obſcured, Let your burning Tapours light the 
Laicy- to a fight of their duty ; and your care- 
full practiſe invire them to ſabmiſion, Your Ca- 
nonicall obedience requires your obſervance ; and
